American artisans, 
factory hands, miners, and others liave 
liuon taught to believe that the laboring 
classes in the Old World work for a 
t! pittance, ami that they are kept 
the ,, borders of starvation. Tlie 
editor of the Chicago Herald, wishing to 
lind out the truth about lliis, sent a 
commissioner to England. This com- 
iniasionor'a name is Postgate. Ho is 
well known to many Canadians. He 
found the liritijh workingmcn iu a very 
lifiorent comlition to that described by 
gitators oil this siile of the Atlantic. 
He slates that many of them arc in all 
re.ipects better olT tli in men pursuing 
tliu same occupations in the United 
States. They are well paid, well fed, 
md well lodged. Their house rent is 
er than it is in the States, and llioir 
diithing and tlieirfooil are imicli cheaper, 
lie found tlial American meal and 
-Vmericau vegetables can bo pur- 
liiised.. ; cheaper J in Manchester 
liani !in Chicago. The men, too, 
ire q^ite as independent as they are in 
the United States. They are free to 
orni eonibinat ions of many kinds. The 
aw does iioi interfere with them to re- 
Iricl their liberty. They can hold 
vliuii opinions they please, and tlicy are 
lorfe'ctly free to express them iiotli l y 
pei'ch and through the pres.-,. They 
oe neither .starved nor down-troddeii. 

We are glad to see the truth in this 
natter bronj;lit within tlu' reich of the 
Vinerican working man.

TROUBLE IN NEWt'OU^^l* 
LAND. 

The agitation in Newfoundland re- 
• liectiug the [''reiich claims and the con 
cessions granted by the lirilisli llovern 
aleiit in the "modus vivendi" lias not 
.dialed in the least. The people ol 
.Sewfoundlanil are greatly e.xciled, and 
not without cause. They consider that 
u very large c.itent of the sea ooist has 
been handed over to the French Cov 
ornment and that they have thereby 
lieen deprived of lishing privileges ol 
..jreal value. 

Ourreailers are aware that the French 
have interpreted their privileges to 
catch fish and dry them on the land to 
mean a right to catch lobsters and pack 
thoni in factories erected on the sliore. 
I'liey go even furtlier than this, and 
leuy the right of the iiihaliilaiits <il 
.S'ewfouiidlaiul to compete with them 
.vitliin the limits deliiied in the treaty. 
I'liat is, they would drive the lisliermen 
of Newfoundland ofi' the bIioics 
of the island which they have 
hitherto regarded as their own. 

The British lawyers say that the e.x- 
[ilau.atory note added to the treaty of 
CUecht, on which the Kieiieh -roum! 
this claim, will not bear the iiiter[)rela 
tion given to it by the government ot 
li'runce. In the meantime, pending the 
seitleineiit of the i|iiesti(in, the two 
powers h.ive agreed to .i "iieulus vi 
vendi'' which has e.xeited the indigna- 
tion of all KewfoiindlaiideiH, from I he 
highest to the lowest. This is the text 
of the agi eeiiient : 
. "The ijuestion of principle and of r<;- 
spective rights being entirely reserved 
on bpth sides, the British and French 
governmeiits agree that the status quo 
ante shall he maintained durini; the en- 
suing season on the following basis: 

"XVithout France or Oreat Uritaiii 
demanding at once a ne>v examination 
of the legality in llie insi.ilKiuoii o| 
British and l''reiicli lobster faeioiics on 
Ihe coast of Newfoundland wle-ie the 
l''reneH enjoy righls ot li.-,hiiig, conferred 
by the treaties, it is understood thai 
tbeie shall be no modilie.itions in the 
position oiimiiiied liy the esiablish inciil 
of either eiimilry on the 1st ,luly. lSs;i; 
except thel a subj<;ct ofc-ither ii,ii:on 
may remove aii\' such e>talilislini(-nl s to 
any spot on uliieli the cnniniandcis of 
the two naval stations shall have pr<'- 
viously agreed. 

"No lolister lisheries \ihicli wi.-re not 
ill ope'at iiiu on llie 1st .Inly. !--■•', sic, 11. 
I o permitted unless by joint ■■onscnt of 
the cominaiulcrs of llic British and 
l'"rench naval stations. 

"iu consideration of each new lobster 
dshery lo permitted, it shall be opi n to 
the fishermen of the other count i v to 
establish a new lobster fishery on some 
spot to be similarly settled liy jeiim 
agreement between the naval comm.uid 
ers. 

"Whenever any case of coinpeiition 
with respect to u lobster fishery arises, 
the commanders shall proceed on the 
spot to a 111 ovisional delimitation having 
regard lo the situations acquired by the 
two parties. 

"N. 1!. Il is ^vell understood thai 
this arrangement is quite provisional, 
and shall mdy hold good for the fishing 
seusou which is aboul to open,"
